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FOOD SUPPLIES 


Will Be Much Larger This Fall, 

According To The Prices Board 

OTTAWA. — Domestic supplies of 
canned fruits, fruit juices: and vege- 
tables, potatoes and apples will be 
“materially larger’ this fall and win- 
ter than for some years and “much 
larger’ than last year, the Prices 
Board said. 

Reporting on the food supply sit- 
uation during the last month, the 
Board said beéf, veal, lamb, mut- 
ton, sausages and some cogked meats 
except pork were in good supply, 
though scarcities of lambs and mut- 
ton were reported from New Bruns- 
wick and Southern Alberta 

From British Columbia, the 
Prairies, Ontario and Nova Scotia 
came reports of extreme scarcity @& 
pork and pork products. Except in 
the Toronto area, smoked meats were 
almost unobtainable, retailers receiv- 
ing only small quantities with weekly 
shipments. 

In dairy products, fresh milk and 
cream were generally plentiful, 
though Toronto had a shortage of 
cream. Cheese of all kinds was short 
in British Columbia and in the To- 
ronto area while cheddar cheese was 
unavailable in all areas except Win- 
nipeg, Eastern Quebec and New 
Brunswick. 

British Columbia and Nova Scotia 
emphasized the seriousness of the 
lack of canned milk for fishermen and 
others in remote areas where fresh 
milk cannot be bought. New Bruns- 
wick, Saskatchewan and Alberta also 
reported shortages of canned milk 
while Montreal bakers were unable 
to get enough milk powder and ice 
cream was a marked scarcity. But- 
ter and cheese productions in Prince 
Edward Island were below last year. 

A seasonal reduction in egg sup- 
plies, especially of grade “A” eggs, 


was generally in evidence with prices | 


well up to ceilings.

Heat Pump | 


Making Use Of Waste Heat Is sa 


New Idea 

Heating a building and making use 
of waste heat in industrial applica- 
tion without any such’ fuel as coal 
or oil is being studied by Meadows, 
Critoph and Company, Toronto en- 
gineering firm. The heat pump has 
been put into operation in Switzer- 
land, in some American cities and in 
Norwich, England, with reported suc-

Eastern Ontario had little processed 
fish, except smoked fillets and 
canned salmon continued scarce in 
Nova Scotia and the Montreal area. 
Southern Alberta received west coast 
varieties of fresh fish and east coast 
kippers and haddies. British Colum- 
bia’s sockeye pack was below normal 
and little processed fish was on the 
markets... ° 

British Colunibia: reported a “good” 
pack of strawberry and raspberry” 
jams. New pack peas and ‘tomatoes 
appeared on store shelves in Ontario 
and peas and beans in the Mari- 
times. In the Prairies, processing 
was underway.with fair: local syp- 
plies, 

In the southwestern tip of Ontario, 
the apple crop, rated only 50 per cent. 
of normal but peaches, melons, car- 
rots and other garden produce were 
abundant.: Beets, usually in heavy 
demand for military camps which are 
now closed, were in surplus, Pota- 
toes, in that district, were plentiful 
while the onion crop was estimated 
at 1,200 carloads, 

Quebec had plenty .of 1945 canned 
vegetables on hand, except tomatoes, 
but corn and tomatoes were scarce 
in the Maritimes. 

Citrus fruits were available, with 
oranges and grapefruit running to 
small sizes everywhere and lemons 
plentiful at reduced prices. . 

Syrups, particularly corn syrup, 
were limited. and there were. spotty 
shortages. With a good corn crop 
in sight, some relief was expected in 
all corn products. 

Fats and oils remained a major 
shortage, salt supplies were inade- 
quate, with supplies of salt and of 
glass bottles for fruit affected by a 
strike at a soda ash plant. 


Potent Substance 


New Oil Flavoring Is Produced In, 


The United States 

CHICAGO. — An oil flavoring 
dubbed the “atomic onion” was un- 
veiled at the American Chemical So- 
ciety’s annual exposition—but no one 
offered to try any on a hamburger 
sandwich. 

A single ounce of the potent sub- 
stance, the manufacturer said, con- 


tains flavor equivalent to 2,500 ounces 


of garden variety onions. 


It is used, in diluted form, by meat 
condiment producers and 


packers, 
other large manufacturers. 


WHEAT CARRY-OVER 

The Canadian carry-over of wheat 
at July 31, 1946, stood at 69,858,181 
bushels as against 258,072,830 bush- 
els at the end of July, 1945, and is 
the lowest carry-over figure recorded 
since 1938.’ The reduction, according 
to the Canadian Coarse Grains 
Quarterly Reyiew, was due mainly to 
a Small wheat crop in 1945 and the 


' high level of exports achieved during 


the crop year. Reductions also oc- 
curred in the carry-over of oats, rye, 
and flaxseed.

Ad- 
vantage of the heat pump is that 
heat put into the building may be 
three or four times the heat equiva- 
lent of the mechanical power re- 
quired to operate the, plant. Heat 
output really comes from two sources: | 
(1) low-grade heat supply (atmos- 
pheric air, river, well or lake water 
or mains water), (2) energy supplied 
to drive the plant wageiaee steam, 
Diesel engine or water power). In-a 
particular case, where three units of 
heat are given out, approximately 
two, will be picked up from the low 
grade heat source where it is usually 
available at no cost; and rather less 
than one unit is introduced as me- 
chanical or electrical energy from 
the power plant source, which must 
normally be paid for anyway.—Fin- | 
ancial Post.

In view of recent publicity about 
alleged seizure of gift parcels from 
overseas, the Board of Trade issue 
the following statement: 

Under the import of goods (con- 
trol), order, .all goods ought into 
this country must have an import 
license. “A concession is, however, 
made concerning unsolicited gift: par- 
cels.

Depicts Desperate Story That Glorifies 
Human Courage f 
This British documentary film will 
have a simultaneous premiere if Lon- 
don, Ottawa and Arnhem, The sec- 
ond anniversary of the beginning of 
the Battle of Arnhem, and “Theirs 
Is The Glory”, reconstructs that des- 
perate story of the ist British Air- 
borne Division, who parachuted into 
Arnhem to capture a bridge over the 
Rhine and hold it for 48 hours till 
relieved by the Second Army. The 
Second Army-never came, and for 
nine days those few thousand men 
held on, with no tanks, no heavy 
guns and very little ammunition, 
against four hundred thousand Ger- 
mans with two hundred tanks and un- 
limited ammunition. Eventually they 
were ordered to be evacuated, with 
half their numbers killed, wounded or 
captured.

Health Notes 


THE. RURAL HEALTH UNIT 


Part 1: The Need of a Rura: Health 
Service 


Since 1900 the death rates in 
rural districts have been increas- 
ing relatively, until now they are 
10% higher than in the urban 
districts. The explanation is that 
in the cities they are more effect- 
ively organized for the prevent- 
ion of diseases through the City 
Health Department and a staff of 
trained workers. 

In rural areas where the popul- 
ation is sparse and where large 
areas are to be served, it is more 
difficult to organize an effective 
health service, unless a group of 
municipal districts, villages. and 
towns within their borders co-op- 
erate to provide such a service. 
The answer is the Rural Health 
Unit, whose aim is to travel 
throughout the district and carry 
the services to the people through 
the practice of preventive medi- 
cine. 
Part 2: The Purpose of a Rural 

Health Unit 

The Rural Health Unit is organ- 
ized for the purpose of preventing 
disease. To acquire the “disease 
prevention” point of view is diffi- 
cult. Our training and thinking 
has resulted in our: regarding di- 
sease as more or less inevitable. 
Those who have made a Study of 
preventative medicine see in it a 
solution for many of our health 
problems of today. For, after all, 
community health is more a quest- 
ion of education and prevention 
than of treatment; more of a soc- 
ial economic problem than a treat- 


‘|ment one. Take for instanée, a 


look at what prevention by immu- 
nization has done to the Diptheria 
picture here in Alberta, In 1922 
with a population of 589,000 we 
had 782 reported cases and 121 
In 1937 
with a population of. 778,000, the 
number of cases was teduced to 
30 and number of deaths 10. To- 
day the percentage of cases is even 
less and death from Diptheria is 
rare. 

However, the “yard-stick” of 
disease prevention should not be 
“how do our present rates comp- 
are with those in the past”; but, 
“How do our present rates .comp- 
are with those ch could be att- 
ained if all that medical science 
has discovered were available and 
utilized.”’» The progress of medical 
sciences can be: made available 


only where groups co-operate and 
pool their resources for the welfare 
‘of all.
